The month of February will bo re- 


membered by tbe oil traas as one of 
the severest in the history of the 
business. The report of operations 
for the period by the Oil City Derrick 
shows to what an extent the 
cold 


weather operated to prevent the com- 
pletion 
of wells. For 
the 
month 


mere were only 455 wells completed 
in. the east, against 5S2 in. January. 
Of course rise latter month had the ad- 
vantage of three days which -would 
give it the advantage of about 50 wells 
in all. 


But even the new work shows a 


decline of 54. It was a favorable oc- 
casion for moving material and it was 
supposed that this branch of the in- 
dustry would show an increase in that 
part ot the country. 


In the Ohio fields there was a de- 


cline of 48 wells completed and an in- 
crease of rigs and drilling wells o£ five 
over the January figures. Consider- 
ing the length of the period the re- 
port for Ohio might be considered a 
stand off.
